Just 
when overtake Mr. Savage slipped and 
and foUj and Casey made a .slash fur his 
headi»^The:'8uddennass";of ithe fall made 
the^Blowxome sliort its mark, and the 
axe only struck Savage's shoulder, cutting 
his coat, vest, :uid sliirt, but not touching 
hia flesh. Mr. Savage got up, and with 
the assistance of otlier member.s of the 
family, secured the lunatic, who will be 
tried before a county magistrate.

Who is .\rabi Pasha? Thia ia a ques- 
tion which as yet can hardly be said to 
have been anssvered .satisfactorily.

Charlio'a inclinations tended to a seafar- 
ini.; life, lie was accordingly entered by 
his mother at the "ilydbergaka Stiftelso ' 
naval institute, and in the early pttrt of 
1 850 accompanied the school shi^ jKarl 
Johan on a tndning cruise. Whde' oh 
board he was guilty of aomo boyish india- 
creiion, and waa punished accordingly. 
'J'liis incensed him greatly, and he became 
imbued with the idea uf escaping from j 
the ship at ..the oarliost - possible oppor- 
tunity. ■ ' ^ : 

KVF.N AS A BOY, 

It seems the spirit of 'insubordination 
burned within tho bosom of our hero. 
His plans ware cominunicat'ed to nine of 
his comrades, and a band of conspirators 
was organized, swearing oternfil fealty,: 
and on a beautiful moonlight night', the' 
proximity of tho co.iat of Jutland afford- 
ing the long-sought-for opportunity, the 
young adventurers glided noisolcssly.

affair. Karl Anderson" parted' from his 
comrades in a short time, arriving at 
Hamburg, and articled there on board a 
ship bound for America. Arriving in 
New York, esorted for the second 
time, became a mombor of a troupe of 
travelling ^tight-rope performers, and 
vi8ited'*^a ntlmtfSif^'of the cities of the 
United Statics. While performing one 
night, he w i attacked by vertigo, fell 
from a rope stretched at a considerable 
altitude, and broke two of his ribs, On 
recovering, he formed the laudable ides 
of becoming a clown. He appeared in 
this new character; with several distinct 
organizations'uf the ring, until change 
threw him into the society of a company 
of Egyptian acrobats, whose imprtiaurio 
ho afterward became. Intercourse with 
those sons of. tho desert turned his 
thoughts to tlie teachings of Mohammed, 
tho winter of 1862 finding him, ofter 
many and adventurous travels, in Tunis 
with his Moslem comrades, cmbraciugtho 
faith of Islam. Ho then assumed tho 
name of "Arabi;" as a^pemiti^e^.^of ,^th.e
